aquariums 

A  well  balanced  aquarium  never  needs  the  water 
changed.  The  definition  of  a  well  balanced  aquarium 
is:  plenty  of  air  surface,  one  gallon  of  water  to  a 
fish,  a  few  hours  of  sunlight,  well  planted,  and 
scavengers.  As  to  the  aquarium  and  fish  we  have 
nothing  to  say,  as  we  carry  neither.  It  is  up  to 
you  to  furnish  in  proportion  the  air  surface,  water 
and  sunlight.  As  to  the  plants  and  scavengers, 
“that’s  our  business”.  The  very  best  plants  to  use 
to  balance  an  aquarium  are:  rooted  in  sand,  Vallis- 
neria,  the  Sagittarias,  Pipewort  and  Hornwort.  Sub¬ 
merged:  Cabomba  Anacharis,  Utricularia  Vulgaris, 
Elodia,  and  Ludwigia.  The  surface  floating  plants 
are  not  so  important,  but  very  ornamental:  Water 
Pern,  Water  Hyacinths,  Water  Poppies,  Frogbit, 
Water  Cabbage,  and  the  Duckweeds.  The  above 
mentioned  are  the  most  popular.  Of  course  the 
other  plants  under  their  respective  headings  are 
excellent  too,  and  are  offered  for  those  who  want 
something  different. 

tub  gardens 

Of  all  the  simple  and  easy  things  to  have,  the  tub 
garden  leads  the  list.  We  do  not  offer  the  tubs,  as 
it  is  easy  for  you  to  make  one,  hut  in  the  rear  of 
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this  catalog  we  have  listed  some  excellent  tub  gar¬ 
den  collections.  Here  is  how  to  get  that  tub  garden 
at  very  little  expense.  A  wash  tub  painted  with 
asphaltum,  a  half  barrel,  as  a  matter  of  fact  any¬ 
thing  that  will  hold  water  and  has  a  diameter  of 
two  feet  or  more.  Sink  it  in  the  ground  and  place 
rocks  or  stones  around  it.  And  last,  but  not  least, 
get  your  water  and  bog  plants  from  us. 

pools 

Of  course  a  pool  entails  more  work  than  a  tub 
garden,  but  it  is  worth  it.  Dig  a  hollow  in  the 
ground  with  sloping  sides  so  that  the  center  will  be 
about  2  feet  deep.  As  to  the  size  of  the  pool,  that 
will  be  entirely  up  to  your  desire.  The  most  popu¬ 
lar  pool  measures  about  4  by  6  feet.  After  you  have 
hollowed  out  the  spot  you  have  chosen,  make  a  ce¬ 
ment  mixture  of  1  part  cement,  2  parts  sand  and 
2  parts  gravel.  Of  course  some  will  disagree  with 
the  above  mixture,  by  using  more  sand  and  gravel, 
but  for  best  results  we  advise  the  above.  After  you 
have  that  mixed  thoroughly,  coat  the  entire  hollow 
with  it.  Make  it  about  two  inches  thick.  This  will 
have  a  rough  finish.  If  you  want  a  smooth  finish, 
mix  1  part  cement  with  two  parts  sand  and  spread 
this  on  top.  Allow  to  dry  thoroughly,  that  is  about 
two  days  of  sunlight,  then  add  water,  place  in  this 
water  four  loaves  of  stale  bread,  allow  to  soak  for 
three  days,  drain  and  refill  again,  allow  to  stand  for 
three  more  days.  Buy  two  ten  cent  gold  fish  and 
place  in  tank,  if  they  live,  the  pool  is  now  ready  to 
plant.  If  the  fish  die,  repeat  the  operation.  After 
the  above  is  completed,  take  pencil  and  paper,  pick 
the  plants  that  you  like  from  this  catalog  and  mail 
same  to  us  with  funds  to  cover.  In  about  two  weeks 
you  will  start  to  have  your  troubles  rewarded  a 
thousand  fold.
